attaching two portions of a first sheet of fabric material so as to form a three-dimensional 
comer, the attachment of the two portions forming a seam; 

turning the thre'^-dimensional comer inside out to form an inverted, three-dimensional 
comer; and 

extending a second sheet of fabric material over an interior portion of the inverted, three- 
dimensional comer so f s to cover at least a portion of the seam. 

29. (New CJ aim) The method of claim 28, wherein the first and second portions of 
the first sheet of fabric naterial are attached so that excess materials for the two portions at the 
seam extend adjacent to one another and on an exterior of the three-dimensional comer, and 
wherein tuning the thn so-dimensional comer inside out comprises turning the excess materials 
toward an interior porti >n of the three-dimensional comer. 

30. (New CI aim) The method of claim 29, further comprising, prior to extending a 
second sheet of fabric materia) over the interior portion, arranging the excess materials to one 
si de of the seam. 

31. (New a aim) The method of claim 29, wherein the first and second portions of 
the first sheet of fabric material are attached by stitching. 

32. (New CI lim) The method of claim 28, wherein the first sheet of material 
comprises a first layer cf fabric material extending against a second layer of fabric material so as 
to form a two layer fabric material, and wherein forming the three-dimensional comsr comprises 
attaching two portions c f the two layer fabric material, the three-dimensional corner btsing

layer of fabric material extends over an exterior portion of the three-dimensional corn er. 

33. (New Claim) The method of claim 32, wherein the first layer of fabric material 
includes a first notch formed therein and defining first side edges, and wherein the second layer 
of fabric material includes a second notch defining second side edges, and wherein the 
attachment of the first ayer of fabric material to the second layer of fabric material comprises an 
attachment along the fi rst and second side edges 

34. (New C laim) The method of claim 32, wherein the attachment along the first and 
second side edges com arises stitching. 

35. (New Claim) The method of claim 32, wherein the inverted three-dimensional 
comer comprises three sides, and wherein the second layer of fabric material extends over an 
exterior portion of each of the three sides of the inverted three— dimensional corner. 

36. (New Cairn) The method of claim 28, wherein the second sheet of fabric 
material comprises a se aling tape. 

37. (New C .aim) The method of claim 36, wherein the sealing tape comprises a 
waterproof sealing tapt . 

38. (New C aim) The method of claim 28, further comprising forming a tab on an 
apex of the inverted thr ee— dimensional corner by pinching the apex of the inverted thiree— 
dimensional comer togsther and connecting the pinched apex to form the tab. 

39. (New C airn) The method of claim 38, further comprising attaching a loop to the 

tab. 
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40. (New C laim) A tent having a comer formed in accordance with the method of 
claim 28. 

41 . (New C aim) The tent of claim 40, further comprising a tub floor, and wherein 
each comer of the tub floor is formed in accordance with the method of claim 28. 

42. (New C aim) A method of constructing a comer for a floor tub of a tent or 
canopy, comprising: 

attaching two portions of a two layer fabric material so as to form a three-dim«aisional 
comer, the attachment of the two portions forming a seam, the two layer fabric maftsrial 
comprising a first layer of fabric material extending against a second layer of fabric material, the 
three-dimensional corn ar being configured so that the second layer of fabric material extends 
over an interior portion of the three-dimensional comer; 

turning the thret ^-dimensional comer inside out to form an inverted, three-dimensional 
comer wherein the secc nd layer of fabric material extends over an exterior portion of the three- 
dimensional comer, and 

attaching walls ■ )f the tent or canopy to the floor tub. 

43 . (New CI aim) The method of claim 42, wherein the first and second portions of 
the two layer fabric mai erial are attached so that excess materials for the two portions at the seam 
extend adjacent to one (mother and on an exterior of the three-dimensional comer, and wherein 
turning the three— dimer sional comer inside out comprises turning the excess material!; toward an 
interior portion of the tl tree-dimensional comer. 

44. (New CI um) The method of claim 43, further comprising, arranging tbe excess 
materials to one side of the seam and extending a second sheet of fabric material over the interior 
portion. 
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45. (New C laim) The method of claim 42, further comprising extending a second 
sheet of fabric materia} over the interior portion. 

46. (New Cairn) The method of claim 42, wherein the first and second portions of 
the two layer fabric ma :erial are attached by stitching. 

47. (New C laim) The method of claim 42, wherein the first layer of fabric; material 
includes a first notch fcrmed therein and defining first side edges, and wherein the second layer 
of fabric material includes a second notch defining second side edges, and wherein the the first 
side edges are aligned v dth the second side edges 

48. (New CI urn) The method of claim 42, wherein the inverted three-dimensignal 
comer comprises three rides, and wherein the second layer of fabric material extends over an 
exterior portion of each of the three sides of the inverted three-dimensional corner. 

49. (New Cl( lim) The method of claim 48, further comprising extending a second 
sheet of fabric material ■ >ver the interior portion. 

50. (New Ch im) The method of claim 49, wherein the second sheet of fabric 
material comprises a sesling tape. 

5 1 . (New Ck im) The method of claim 50, wherein the sealing tape compri ses a 
waterproof sealing tape. 

52. (New Cla im) The method of claim 42, further comprising forming a tab on an 
apex of the inverted tore dimensional corner by pinching the apex of the inverted three- 
dimensional comer togelher and connecting the pinched apex to form the tab. 

53. (New Cla m) The method of claim 52, further comprising attaching a. loop to the 

tab. 
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54. (New C aim) A tent having a floor tub with at least one comer formed in 
accordance with the method of claim 42. 

55. (New Claim) The tent of claim 54, wherein each comer of the tub floor is formed 
in accordance with the nethod of claim 42. 

56. (New CI aim) A method of constructing a corner for a floor tub of a teat or 
canopy, comprising: 

attaching two portions of a two layer fabric material so as to form a three-dimensional 
comer, the two layer falnie material having a notch cut therein, the notch defining two inner 
edges along which the t wo portions are attached, the attachment of the two portions forming a 
seam, the two layer fabric material comprising a first layer of fabric material extending against a 
second layer of fabric naterial, the three-dimensional corner being configured so that ihe second 
layer of fabric material attends over an interior portion of the three-dimensional comer; 

turning the three-dimensional comer inside out to form an inverted, three-dimcmsional 
comer wherein the seco id layer of fabric material extends over an exterior portion of the three- 
dimensional comer; 

sealing a second sheet of fabric material to an interior of the inverted, three-dimensional 
comer; and 

attaching walls c f the tent or canopy to the floor tub. 

57. (New Ch im) The method of claim 56, wherein the second sheet of fabric 
material comprises a selling tape. 

58. (NewChim) The method of claim 57, wherein the sealing tape comprises a 
waterproof sealing tape. 
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59. (New Ci aim) The method of claim 56, wherein the sealing tape is wel ded to the 
interior. 

60. (New Ci aim) The method of claim 56, further comprising forming a tab on an 
apex of the inverted thrse-dimensional corner by pinching the apex of the inverted three- 
dimensional comer tog'jther and connecting the pinched apex to form the tab. 

61. (New Claim) The method of claim 60, further comprising attaching a loop to the 

tab. 

62. (New CI aim) A tent having a floor tub with at least one comer formed in 
accordance with the me thod of claim 56. 

63. (New CI lim) The tent of claim 62, wherein each corner of the tub floe* is formed 
in accordance with the method of claim 56. 
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
